show of strength and durability. Improve- 
ments may goon. Railroads may traverse 
every.section of the country, and steam- 
boats yex the waters of every. river and 
lake. Commerce may whiten the ocaap: 
with her wings. Agriculture and the arta | x 
may flourish. The plough of successful 
busbuiiy may glisten in the fiejda, and 
the wheel of the husy manufacturer beat: 
every stream to a foam. Great advances 
may be made in learning and. science. 
Poetry may throw its charms over the 
natural scenery, and philosophyjmay muse 
in the groves. Palaces of magnificent 
architecture may adorn the streets of the 
cities, and monuments of snowy white- 
ness and of seulptured beauty may rise in 
the burial places ef the dead.
